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2 . In modification of the Public Notices cited above. Government has 
decided to partially lift the ban on trade with Iraq with immediate effect 
to the extent indicated below 

(i) Medicines ; Export of Medicines are permitted. 

(ii) Foodstuffs : Export of Foodstuffs are pennitted subject to the 
condition that the Sanctions Committee of the United Nations 
Security Council should be notified in advance of such exports. 
An acknowledgement of such advance intimation is required to 
be obtained from the aforesaid Sanctions Committee, prior to 
effecting the exports. 

(iii) Materials and Supplies for essential civilian needs; Export of mate¬ 
rials and supplies for essential civilian needs are permitted only 
after obtaining the “No Objection Certificate” in individual cases 
from the aforesaid Sanctions Committee. 

3. Exporters shall file the Applications in respect of sub-paras (ii) & 
(iii), above giving full details of proposed exports (List of items, quantity, 
f.o.b. value etc.), to the Ministry of Commerc^i (FT-WANA Division), 
Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi-110 011, for notifying/obtaining approval of 
the Sanctions Committee of the United Nations Security Council. 

4. This Public Notice is issued in public interest.
